No matter how you read the many 
reports put out from all sources relative to 
unemployment, it’s hard to find anything 
encouraging relative to improvement in 
black employment, especially black 
youths. 

Government figures say Unemployment 
rose substantially in July; up to 7.8%. 
While this was taking place, 400,000 new 
jobs were being filled. 

While there are more people employed 
in the United States than éver before, 
there are still not enough jobs for every- 
body who wants to work. Therefore, the 
competition-for these new jobs .ié- tierce: 
They usually go to those who have good 
work records, or, those who have some 
special training. 

In this competion for jobs, Negro youths 
are not doing so well. According to an Ur- 
ban League report, “Black joblessness is 
just as rampant in 1976 as It was during 
the peak of the 1974-75 depression.” 

The League said that the most alarming 
increases in joblessness among blacks 
are among teenagers; particularly in 
poverty areas. The unemployment rate 
among black youths is now estimated at 
34.1%. While this is down from 40,3% 
high, it ts still much higher than that for 
white youths. 

Since apparently little or no progress 
has’ been made in reducing black unem- 
ployment, it is encumbent upon us to. find 
out why no progress is being made. 

As | see it, the place to begin is right in 
our midst. How many of these unemployed 
youths really want to work? Is a good 
beginning question. 

| have been an employer of Negro 
youths for over 50 years. Never in my ex- 
perience have | had so much difficulty in 
finding youths who are looking for an op- 
portunity, not just a job. 

Our experience is this field has been 
similar to.that of other Negro employers. A 
business man in Columbus who operates 
a carryout business in a white neighbor- 
hood, complained that he could not find 
Negro youths to hire despite the good 
wages they made. He was forced to hire 
whites. ; 

| talked to another Cleveland business 
man recently and asked him why he had 
hired a white manager for one of his 
places. He ‘told me he could not find a 
black who was competent and wanted the 
job. 

| get the same kind of reports from white 
businesses. Everybody is complaining 
about the difficulty of finding competent 
black help and, once hiring them, getting 
them to be punctual and dependable. 
Never in my lifetime have | found the 
quality of help so low.

Years ago we used to go into the~ 


schools and get youths for part-time work. 
Many of these youths stayed with us and 
became fulltime employees.-One such 
youth | hired out ‘of old Central high, has 
been with our company 43 years, Finding 
this kind of youth today is most difficult. 

Parents no longer take an interest in 
their children, working or not. This affects 
their efficiency and stability. Everything, 
no matter how frivolous, comes ahead of 
their job: in their-estimation, ee 

The important thing for youths today, is 
to get on the job escalator. You hire a per~ 
son because you have a need for the ser- 
vice they can render. If they don't come to 
work, this need still has to be filled. 
Customers don't want excuses, they want 
service when they come into your place.” 

So many of these youths come from 
families where the parents have had bad 
work habits. So, they pick up the habits of 
the parents. 

Another problem affecting youth em- 
ployment, is the erroneous belief that one 
should not take a job that is not exactly 
what they want. Because of this attitude, 
many jobs available to our young people 
are not accepted. Waiting for the ideal job 
can most times, turn out to be a very long 
wait. The important thing is to get a job, 
establish good work habits, be alert for 
promotions to a better job, establish 
seniority. Nothing beats efficiency. A good 
worker is always in demand. 

Entirely too many of our youths are 
listening to curb-stone gossip about how 
to get by by being slick. Bad habits are 
therefore being formed even before they 
enter the job market. 

Those persons, well meaning though 
they maybe, who think that the cure for 
our unemployment problems is govern- 
ment made jobs, are working at the wrong 
end of the problem. Such jobs have no 
permanency and seldom any salable skill. 

If we could motivate our people to take 
the jobs that are available now, we could 
greatly reduce our unemployment figures. 

Government programs for training, are 
good only if the trainees are serious about 
working. Too many youths take these 
training courses just for the money they 
get while in classes, but, when they finish, 
they are not serious about getting a job in 
the areas of the training. Thus time and 
money is wasted on them. With our job 
needs as great as they are, this kind of 
waste we cannot afford. 

The time has‘come when we must start 
looking for causes and remedies within 
our own ranks and homes, and stop 
blaming our jobless plight on others.

Both countries are white-ruled today, and biacks 
have no rights at all. Whether our nation's policy is 
made up of empty words or of action is still in 
question. 


An_ immediate ban on trade with Rhodesia should 
be implemented, and pressure on South Africa should 
be increased. For starters, the U.S, ought to take the 
lead in getting South Africa out of Namibia, a former 
German colony unlawfully‘occupied by South Africa. 


We can also refuse to recognize the Transkei when 
it gets its so-called independence taterthis year. 
Transkei is one of the African “homeland” areas, a 
mini-state created by South Africa as a-device to keep 
blacks from their share of all South Africa. 


If South Africa is permitted to get away’ with 
creating a separate black state in the Transkei, the 
other “homelands” will be granted independence too, 
and South Africa itself will be all-white except for the 
13 percent of the land area, much of it surrounded by 
white areas, set aside for the black majority. 


The private sector's role is more complex; it is 
unrealistic to expect American companies with in- 
vestments in South Africa to pull out of the country. 
But they can do a lot to help bring about changes in 
the vicious apartheid svstem. 

That's why I've called on all American companies 
doing business in South Africa to come together in a 
Corporate Alliance for Black Progress, a laration 
that would include: 

: a Statement to the South African government op- 
posing apartheid, 

: demands for changes in the labor laws that 
prevent equal treatment for black workers, 

: standards of social responsibility that would set 
standards of affirmative. action, and education and 
housing programs for the black community. 

: pledges to disobey the petty apartheid regulations 
that segregate employees (the South African govern- 
ment would look the other way if American com- 

anies took down the “white” and “black” signs and 
ntegrated their public facilities), 

: a moratorium on future investment in the country 
until signs of real change appear, and 

: refusal to invest in the “homeland” areas so long 
as they remain the cornerstone of a policy that denies 
citizenship in all of South Africa to blacks; 

The leaders of the corporate community are uneasy 
about their role in South Africa. They're troubled by 
charges of collaborating with a racist regime and 
defend their presence there by claiming that the jobs 
“ economic advancement they bring will help foster 
changes. 

The black South Africans | talked to don't want to 
see those jobs leave the country; they're needed by 
black people who have few economic opportunities. 
And | was told that if the Americans pull out they'll be 
replaced by European and Japanese firms less 
amenable to social responsibility.
